Spanish public opinion, as distinct 
from the official attitude, sharply con- 
demns the course of the French gov- 
Ei Heraldo says: 

‘France and Spain are alike involved 
fn the debacle of Abd-Fl-Aziz and 
may be thankful if Germany spares 
them the chagrin of seeing the vic- 
torious arms of Mulai Hafid turned 
against the mandatories of the Alge- 
ciras act. More than six months ago 
Paris and Madrid ought to have 
changed their talk and prepared for 
the inevitable. Germany threw out 
hints then which would have been ac- 
cepted had they come from any other 
source.”

Dr. Gabrilowitch, whose fame as a 
ecientist is world-wide, is about to 
start from Finland for the United 
States to read a paper explaining and 
describing his discovery before the |

ton on September 23. 

So careful has Dr. Gabrilowitch been 
to avoid making—assertions that might 
mot be borne out by the subsequent 
tests that even in Russia very few 
physicians have had an opportunity to 
learn of what the new treatment for 
the great white plague consists.

INTERESTS OF LABOR. 


The Republican party has been solic- 
itous of the rights of labor. Mr. Taft 
is clearly right when he rays that “not 
the terginning of the government 
haz any other rational administration 
fore so much for the cause of labor 
by the enactment of remedial léegisia- 
tlon as has Theodore Rovsevelt and 
the Republican Congresves elected to 
sit Guring his term of office.” And in 
support of this assertion he instances 
the tre@nacted Employers’ Liability 
Act, the Safety Appliance acts, the 
Governmunt Employés’ Compensation 
Act: provision for the investigation of 
mine disasters an’ legislation with re- 
spect to child labor in the District of 
Columbia. He has exposed the dis- 
ingenuousness of the plank in the 
Democratic platform that “Injunctions 
should not be iesued in any cases in 
which injunctions would not issue if 
no industrial disputes were involved’ — 
a Janus-faced proposal, 
what vou like. The Republican party 

taken a reasonable attitude upon 


a workingman to be told that he will 
be given the right to trial by jury in 
case he is guilty of contempt of court, 
if those who promise it propose to en- 
ter upon a fatuous course of arbitrary 
interference with trade. The prosper- 
ity of the workingman fundamentally 
depends upon wise, conserving and 
upbuilding policies; and demands that 
efforts to refo: industria! evils should 
be carefully conceived and prosecuted 
without endangering the stability of 
legitimate business enterprise. 

And it is to the Republican party 
under its wise and experienced lcad- 
ership that we must look to the pres- 
ent exigency for proper guidance to 
these ends. It is not a time for nos- 
trums or for the rule of a party which 
proposes therm. 

PROGRESS MUST BE SURE. 
But while we freely criticize oppos- 
ing programmes and candidates, we as 
freely recognize that no party has a 
monopoly of patriotic motive or of sin- 
cere endeavor to contribute to the wel- 
fare of the nation. Divided into diff- 
erent groups, esvousing different prin- 
ciples and advocating conflicting meth- 
ods, our citizens are imbued with the 
same love of country and are inspired 
by the same devotion to its interasts. 
We ticise each other without bitter- 
ness, realizing that in the contests of 
public discussion we find the surest 
protection of our institutions, and that 
we may confidently rely upon the final 
judgment of an intelligent and con- 
scious electorate. I have an abiding 
confidence in the progress of the peo- 
ple. Resistiessiy they moye forward 
to the attainment of their goal. Every 
privilege maintained at the expense 
of the common interest will finally go 
the way of despotism end ancient ty- 
ranny. But in our progress we must 
seek to avoid faise steps. Ours must 
be the rule of reason, clear-eyed, calm, 
patient and steadfast; defeating the 
conspiracies of intrigue and escaping 
the pitfalls of folly. Supreme must 
he the sense of justice, with its recog- 
nition of our mutual dependence. We 
cannot change human nature or bring 
about a state of society or of admin- 
istration of government which does 
not reflect its failings. We rejoice in 
the measure of success which has al- 
ready been attained, and we must re- 
solve;to devote ourselves more loyally 
than’ever to the general good, count- 
ing our partisan opportunities and vic- 
tories as grin only as they give us 
chance to serve our common country. 
The address of Senator Beveridge 
closed the programme of the day. 
Senator Beveridge said: 


BEVERIDGE POINTS TO 
REPUBLICAN RECORD. 


We are midway in a historic move- 
ment for, righteousness written into 
law. Shall that movement be carried 
out, or wrecked? Its concrete ex- 
pression is the Roosevelt policies. Shall 
they be saved or lost? Had the about- 
facers in both parties who now are 
powerless, succeeded, they would not 
have wrecked the movement, but only 
have delayed it. For the people would 
have gathered headway again until 
their purpose was worked out. 

But extravagant schemes and emo- 
tional agitators can wreck it. The 
Revolution would have failed had im- 
practicable men been in command in- 
stead of the cautious and wise, yet dar- 
ing and determined Washington. Many 
@ cause has gone down at the hands 
of hot-headed and eccentric friends. 
And so today, in the American peo- 
ple’s mighty moral advance, thus far 
successfully led by Theodore Roosevelt, 
the gravest question is whether we 
shall place our commander’s standard 
in the hands of his most trusted cap- 
tain, who will lead us safely and sure- 
ly along the well-marked course we 
are following. or in the hands of those 
marches 
after rash adventurers unti! the whole 
movement dissolves in the people's dis- 
gust and the world's ridicule. 

“By their fruits ye shall know them.” 
Seven years ago we started upon. the 
great work of modern and fHumane 
legislation that has made the Roose- 
velt period historic. In those years 
we passed the Rallroad Rate Bill, 
which for the first time in American 
history asserts the principle that the 
government of all the people can and 
will regulate those who carry the pro- 
ducts of all the people. We passed the 
meat inspection and pure food laws, 
which ended the sale of poisoned foods 
and adulterated drugs: the irrigation 
law, which is making fertile the arid 
West and will build within our own 
continenta] boundaries a new empire 
of productive wealth. 

REPUBLICAN LAWS. 

In these seven years we have enacted 
more important laws for the safety, 
comfort and welfafe of labor than io 
any two decades since the government 
was founded. We passed the em- 
Ployers’ liability law, which revolu- 
tionized the heartless rule of the com- 
mon law and gives the railroad laborer 
or his family compensation for his in- 
jury or death: the law forbidding rail- 
ways from requiring employés to work 
an inhuman number of hours without 
rest, the Safety Appliance Act. which 
not only lessens the danger to life and 
limb of employés, but which increases 
the safety of the traveling public. We 

ssed the Chinese Exclusion § Act, 
which keeps coolle labor out of the 
republic, and diminishes the number 
of coolies already here. We passed the 
government employés liability § law. 
by which every man who works for 
the government is certain of compensa-

The modern tariff is a maximum 
and minimum tariff—a high tariff to 
be applied to any nation that will not 
give us advantages in its markets, and 
a lower tariff, still protective, to be 
granted to any nation that will give us 
advantages in its markets. The Re- 
publican idea is to meet other commer- 
cial nations with their own weapons. 

By such a tariff Germany, consider- 
ing her comparative resources and situ- 
otiee, in a dozen years has increased 
her foreign trade more rapidly than 
any other nation. By thig method 
France has kept her mills open, her 
shops active, her trade vigorous in spite 
of causes that worked against her 
commercial progress. The man or na- 
tion has begun to die who refuses to 
learn; and just as the French and Ger- 
mans and other commercial peoples 
learned the wisdom of a single pro- 
tective tariff from us, we must learn 
the advantages of a ble protective 
tariff from them. 

NEW MARKETS NEEDED 
Such a tariff will sell abroad many 
head of live stock, barrels of flour, 
manufactured articles, where one now 
is sold. This increase in trade means 
new employment for the laborers, new 
markets for the farmner. Prosperity 
depends on trade and trade depends 
on markets. 

Nor will we stop there. Republican- 
ism means advance. Tens of thous- 
ands of American citizens are demand- 
ing a tariff commission. The great 
organized producing interests—manu- 
facturers, farmers, stock sers— 
have petitioned Congress for this com- 
mon-sense method of handling this in- 
tricate question, as Germany, France, 
Japan and other aggressive twentieth- 
century nations are handling their 
tariff question. Yet the only hope for 
a tariff commission is in the Republi- 
can party. When the tariff commission 
idea was advanced, Mr. Bryan opposed 
it in formal printed debate. When a 
tariff commission bill was introduced in 
Congress, every Democrat was hostile 
to it. A tariff! commission has put not 
a single friend among Democratic pub- 
lic men. Certain Republican public 
men are against it, too; but its only 
friends are Republicans. A Democratic 
vote is a certain vote against a tariff 
commission. A Republican vote is a 
possible vote for this business-like re- 


form. 

REAL LABOR QUESTION. 
Every labor law we have passed and 
will pass is a part of that web of 
industrial question which we call the 
labor problem. But after all, the 
fundamental! labor problem is the prob- 
lem of employment and pay. Work 
and wages are the foundations of la- 
bor’s well-being, without which ail 
labor legislation is the giving of a 
atone instead of bread. More American 
workingmen own their own homes (and 
those homes have more comforts) than 
the workingmen of England, Germany, 
Japan, France combined. Had any po- 
litical economist been told twenty-five 
years ago that carpenters, miners and 
steel workers ever would be paid. the 
American wages of the present day, he 
would have scoffed. 

All this has come during Republican 
administrations. We plan to continue 
and increase it. The maximum and 
minimum tariff which we will enact 
will enlarge the markets for American 
products, as Germany in the same way 
hes enlarged the markets for her prod- 
ucts. Markets mean industries tos 
ply them; industries mean demand for 
Iaber: demand for labor means high 
wages. 

RECOVERY FROM PANIC. 

We gre quickly recovering from the 
briefest panic in our history. Let 
workingmen contrast that panic with 
the one that occurred under the last 
Democratic administration and then 
answer this question for themselves:

; As a result of the activity of the 
board’s directors in supporting the 


project, one-fourth of the members will 
resign and the organization will be- 
come disrupted. . 
Very bitter charges have been made 
those who oppose the purchase 
of the water plants of Pasadena by 
the city, and it is openly alleged that 
the directors are using official poal- 
tions to further private preferences. 

Whether or not. the people of Pasa- 
dena are to bond their city for the 
purpose of buying out the private cor- 
porations now supplying the city with 
Water will be decided at a special bon, 
election, to be held on the 24th inst. 
Both the supporters and the posi- 
tion to the bonds are lining up their 
forces, and the fight bids likely to be 
hotter than the municipal lighting 
Plant election of two years ago. 

The Board of Trade has always 
taken a lively interest in the water 

roject, and for years the directors 

ve almost unanimously been line 
up with those who favor municipal 
ownership of the companies which now 
supply the city. At the annual ban- 
quet, held at Hotel Green in 1906, reso- 
lutions were indorsing the 
project and recommending the pur- 
chase of the plants. 

Four years ago it was voted by 
Pasadena to sell bonds for the pur- 
chase of the water systems. Delays 
; and legal quibbles tied the matter up 
; however, and the legality of the election 
. was questioned. The Board of Trade 
retained Maj. Henry T. Lee of this 
city to render an opinion in regard to 
the matter, and in other ways showed 
ite interest in the project. 

Finaliy the City Council recinded all 
action previously taken and threw 
the matter back into the position whict: 
it occupied prior to the first election. 
The advent of the municipal lighting 
project diverted attention from the 
water bonds and for some time the 
whole matter lay cormant. 

From. time to time prominent mem- 
bers of the oBard of Trade. have tried 
to stir up some action and the organi- 
zation has generally been looked upon 
by the people of Pasadena as one of the

PETERSBURG, Sept. 5.—The 
edict issued Thursday by the Minister 
of Education to the effect that al!

Had our navy been as large in 1898 
as it is today, Spain would not have 
gone to war and Cuba would have been 
freed by diplomacy; yet the actual 
cash spent in that little war would 
have built two navies as great as the 
one we have today and maintained 
them for a score of years. 

Mr. Bryan and the opposition are 
against any navy except to protect our 
coasts. But with such a navy what 
becomes of the Monroe doctrine? The 
Monroe doctrine is not sanctioned by 
international law—it rests on the 
strength of our navy alone. A navy 
large enough only “to defend our 
coasts” means abandonment of the 
Monroe doctrine.

The Housing 
Commission has set the ball rolling, 
and the success of the Navarre house 
court has been a gneat inspiration to 
us. It is built atrictly under the new 
city ordinance, and the houses are cosy 
and attractive in every particular. Be- 
sides, it is not a charity by any means, 
for it pays a fair interest on the in- 
vestment. 

“Los Angeles capitalists should have 
their attention again called.to the 
chance for good investment by build- 
ing these simple but highly important 
little homes for our foreign popula- 
tion. The plan may be said to wee 
bine ‘philanthropy and 6 per cent.,’ 
the English would phrase it. 

“It is good philahbthropy, because the

Four Million Misdirected 
Letters a Year. 


Ton Thousand Conundrume 
' to Solve Every Day. 


No Wonder 
 . Lose Hair Early. 


One of the penalties that Los Ange- 
les payg for being the most popular 
tourist in America is that, inci- 
Gentally, she has dumped on her, 
annually, the prodigious number of 4,- 
*$2,352 misdirected letters, requiring 
the services of a small army of postal 
employés.

Each director has a lovely new $10 
gold piece for attending 
‘Gold, gold, beautiful gold 
Yellow and bright and nard and cold.’ 
tHe added, dropping into poetry—and 
thereupon ‘“vamoosed"” through the 
outer door. 

“Those 10,000 misdirected letters a 
day is no joke,” said Superintendent 
Stanley, sighing as he glanced at his 
“busy bees,”’ working diligently in ad- 

ing rooms. 

“Come and we will see what we can 
see,”’ he went on, briskly. 

A dozing young men were poring 
over stacks of letters. Each “searcher” 
after addresses had/before him a gener- 
ous cloth-bound slice of the city diret- 
tory—one letter only—and in instances 
parts of a letter, only—thus: Ba to Be;

*"Thare are any number of tourists 
who hand us, during a brief stay, as 
many as ten or fifteen addresses. Is 
it any wonder that Los Angeles has 
an average in excess of 10, misdi- 
rected letters a day? Not at all! The 
wonder to my mind ts that the yearly 
total isn’t 10,000,000, instead of 4,000,- 


“As for the hundreds of thousands 
of misdirected newspapers—forget it. 
We have troubles mountains high in 
that department, also. But this is 
enough for one warm day. As a mat- 
ter ‘of cussed human nature, a man 
will makera bigger 
measely little ome per going 
astray than he will about a lost letter 
from his mother-in-law.” 

“It's all bosh for a man to expect 
the Postoffice to follow him around the 
country.

“In the month of August the num- 
ber of misdirected letters received here 
was $37,696! Of this number, fully 100,- 
000 were carelessly addressed by dwell- 
ers in Los Angeles; the rest came from 
outside points. 

NATIONAL CARELESSNESS. 

“Oh, the national carelessness is 
something to drive a man to drink, no 
doubt; and it seems impossible to edu- 

te the public to the knowledge that 

e are not ali mind readers, down here, 
who know at a glance where Col. J. 
J. Periwigg lives, and all his sisters, 
cousins and aunts; and the whole tribe 
of Adam and Eve, for that matter. 

“Last month we solved 53,000 of these 
‘postal conundrums.” But this is only 
part of our difficulties. There are hun- 
dreds of requests to find an alleged lost 
letter, coming in daily, and for each 
lnquiry we havé to make a most ex- 
haustive search through exactly twenty 
different departments of this office. 
Think of what that means! Bill Jones 
comes in red hot and declares solemnly 
that he is expecting a letter from Sarah 
Ann Jones in Toledo and it hasn't been 
delivered. Where is it? He wants to 
know, right away quick, if not sooner. 
Among the possible nesting places, in 
which the coy miesive may be playing 
hide and seek, if it has been delivered, 
are: Genera! delivery, newspaper de- 
livery, unpaid desk, mail bags. Is 
there any record on the carriers’ log’? 
Has it been advertised? Did it go to 
some hotel? Was it a package of spe- 
cial record? Or was it a special deliv- 
ery letter? Was it sent to the Dead 
Letter Office? Is it in the carriers’ call 
box? Was it misdirected? Wag the 
address insufficient? Was it unad- 
dressed? Is it held, somewhere, for 
Postage’? Is it delayed on account of 
short postage, or overweight? Was it 
refused somewhere? Was it returned 
to sender? Was it, after ail, unmail- 
able? 

“Getting right down to the mil! !

PUZZLING ADDRESS CHANGES. 

“There are from 17,000 to 28.000 | 
changes of address recorded in this 
‘office each month, to say nothing of 
many thousands of others that we 
never hear of. Let me give you one 
typical case. Col. R. Desmond Shore- 
acres, having decided to come to Los 
Angeles, along with 230,00 other tour- 
igts from various parts of the coun- 
try, arrives and rents the best room at 
the Van-Alex-Lank Hotel.

On ar- 
rival, he sends out about 100 pretty pic- 
ture posta! cards, to still other friends, 
saying “Do write to me at the hotel,’ 
and he names it.

Tobacco Grown Near Pasadena Is 


Pronounced by Experts Equal | 
te Best Havana Weed. 


That tobacco grown in this country 
is equal in every way to the finest 
Havana weed has been demonstrated 
by Ceorge Spiker, a tobacco expert 
living at No. 412 Vignes street. Mr. 
Spiker has noét only succeeded in cur- 
ing several specimens of iocally 
grown tobacco, but has made them 
into cigars as well. 

The tobacco, with whith the experi- 
ments were made, was grown near 
Pasa/iena. Mr. Spiker took the green 
leaves, cured them, and then made 
them into cigars which proéwed to be 
most excellent. Two kinds of fller 
were tried, Havana and Cuban, and 
hoth proved exceptionally fine. 

ce leaves are not woody nor rank 
and, though the cured tobacco lacks 
age, the cirars made from it have 
been pronounced by experts to be of 
excellent quality and far superior to 
many of the high-priced imported 
brands. 

Mr. Spiker’s experiments were made 
with the view to ascertaining whether 
or not tobacco grown in Los Angeles 
county could be made to take the place 
of the Cuban-grown weed for the fin- 
est trade. He gives it as his opinion 
that it can, and says that, properly 
handled, the tohaceo industry in Cali- 
fornia should reach as important a 
piace as the wine industry.

They come from cities 
where the lawns are still green, from country vil-

They 
have read and heard much about the beauties of 
“California, where sets the sun,” where the mustard 
spreads a golden sea over the fields, where the 
chalices of the poppy lift golden mouths to the sun- 
shine, where the air is redolent of the scent of 
orange blossoms—in a word, “where every prospect 
men, they 
find the streets are vile. 

This is not mere sentiment. This is business and 
it is health. Visitors stay where they are pleased, 
where they find their surroundings congenial. They 
have nothing to do but find fault, and they are 
prompt to improve the opportunity. The skies are 
blue, the airs refreshing. There are many things 
here to please the senses and charm the mind. They 
are not of our making. Nature spread the skies 
for us, and sends the breezes from the seas.

Nature 
does not breed malaria on the hillsides, nor strew 
manure (which would be valuable as fertilizer for 
orange groves) on the streets. 

Householders do maintain pretty lawns and 
flower beds. They have fuchsias and bougain- 
villeas and climbing roses over porches, up to the 
eaves and away to the ridge pole.

They 
marvel to see plants that they have grown in pots 
and never more than two feet high straggling to 
the housetops here. But they “do not admire” to 
ride amid weed-grown and stinking vacant lots and 
through clouds of flying filth raised by street caxs, 
automobiles or carriages.

SAYS MAYOR. 


AQUEDUCT COMMISSION FOL- 
LOWS WRONG PRACTICE? 


Visit of Ramish and Desmond on 
Account of Food Contract Leads 
the Executive to Express His 
Opinion—Ramish to Make Propo- 
sal to Board, 


After having heard Adolph Ramish 
and D. J. Desmond discuss the food 
contract for thé Owens River work- 
men yesterday, the Mayor emphatical- 
ly expressed his belier that the Aque- 
duct Commission should, in the future, 
conduct its business in sessions. 
At present, the commission mects in 
executive session, and much of its 
business is disclosed only when con- 
tracts are signed by the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 

“There are occasions,” said the 
Mayor, “when executive sessions may 
be necessary, but they are occasions 


when the business in hand would be 


jeopardized by publicity. But. as a 
rule, a commission that has the ex- 
penditure of $23,000,000 of the people's 
money ought to transact its business 
publicity.” The Mayor did not outline 
what action he may take. 

This expression was the corrolary of 
the visite of Ramish and Desmond. 
Ramish expects to submit a proposal 
to sumbit a proposal to the Board of 
Pub Works to build commissary 
houses, with toilets and reading-rvoms 
and rest-rooms for the workmen, and 

Ive them twenty-one meals for $4.50. 

smond’s contract provides for an 
exclusive privilege of feeding the work- 
men at the rate of $5 for twenty-one 
meals, credit accounts to be charged 
against the pay accounts. Ramish will 
agk to be put on the same footing as 
Desmond as to security for credit ac- 
counts. Ramish saw the Mayor first. 
Desmond's interview followed. 

“One has the contract and the other 
Wants a slice of, it," said the Mayor, 
laughing. But His Honor doesn't think 
the contract will prove all that is ex- 
pected if the Board of Public Works 
does the work by contract, for then 
the individual contractors will handle 
their own boarding arrdngements. Be- 
fore the Desmond contract, the Board 
of Public Works handled the feeding at 
a profit, it is said, but thought it best 
to transfer responsibility for this, so 
that the entire time could be given tc 
construction matters. 

What caused the Mayor to express 
his views as to public sessions of the 
Aqueduct Commission was the fact 
that this contract, approximating a 
quarter of a million a year, if outsid- 
ers’ figures are correct, was executed 
without any publicity until the Board 
of Public Works put it of record. Pub- 
licity ,he thinks, might have brought 
a different and perhaps cheaper con- 
tract, but even if it hadn't he believes 
the public should know what is going 
on at the commission sessions, he says.

The loss of this thoroughfare is but 
one of the embarrassments caused by 
a survey now being made in the har- 
bor town, prior to its annexation to 
Los Angeles. Various old residences 
are found to be planted In the middle 
of streets, 

The treuble has come about through 
the vanishing of an old landmark. 
The original survey of Wilmineton was 
made about 1454 by Lieut. Ord of the 
United States Army, who alro sur- 
veyed Los Angeles. As the starting 
point he mentions in his records Dos 
Barriels.

In the business district there are 
many unsightly structures that should 
be at once torn down and the ground 
cleared away. One of the most con- 
spicious examples—-probably the home- 
liest house in this city—is at Broadway 
and Eighth street. It is half-demol- 
ished, and a strong wind would doubt- 
less topple it over: The walls are 
plastered with theatrical signs, and at 
one side there is a heap of rubbish. 
The property is owned by a syndicate, 
and it is the dgclared Intention of the 
owners to.teaf# the place down short- 
ly and make the lot ready for a pros- 
pective purchaser. The neighborhood 
will rejoice. 

At the upper ends of South Main 
and South Spring streets, Broadway, 
and Hill streets, there are several bad 
spots. The owners assert that the 
buildings will soon be wrecked and that 
within a few weeks, the properties will 
be in good condition. 

UNSIGHTLY ONES. 

At Tenth and Main streets is a va- 
cant lot covered with debris,,The ad- 
jacent lessees would like to see the 
property cleaned up. Between good 
| business blocks, near South Main and 
|Eleventh streets, there is a lot cov- 
ered with a crop of weeds. It is un- 
sightly, and a detriment to adjoining 
property. 

Turning to Pico from Main there is 
an unsightly corner. It is covered with 
oa and utensils belonging to the 
clty, 

Along West Pico there are a number 
of weed-covered lots. In close view of 
the inmates of the Pacific Hospital, 
on Grand avenue, are several lots that 
are unkempt and liberally adorned 
with refuse and weeds. 

At Flower ang Pico is a vacant jot, 
sald to be owned by trustees of a near- 
by church. It has been neglected, and 
is an eyesore In the neighborhood. 

At Albany and Pico streets, a pile of 
old shoes has decorated the thorough- 
fare for weeks. It seems that the 
tenants in an adjacent apartment-house 
have thrown their old shoes into the 
street, evidently despairing of an op- 
portunity to use them for some neigh- 
borhood wedding. 

Several coal and wood dealers on Pico 
and adjoining streets have utilized va- 
cant lots as a convenient place for 
storing their stock. While they do not 
violate the law, the neighbors are bit- 
ter in their complaints.

Culmination of Great

CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 2.—Mexi- 
co has fulfilled her part of the promise 
to link, with fingers of steel, the <cis- 
ter republic of America. The last rail 
has been laid of the Pun-American, 
and so far as this country is con- 
cerned, railway transportation is an 


@gcomplished fact, from New York, at 


least to the borders of Guatemala. A 
Californian, J. M. Neeland, vice-pres!- 
Gent of the Pan-American Railroad 
Company, came up from southern 
Mexico, and has gone +to Los Angeles 
to confer with his associates regarding 
further enterprises allled to that road. 

The tract cqmpleted tapping the Te- 
sailway at San 
Geronimo runs southward to. the 
Guatemailan frontier near Tapachula, 


.@ distance of five hundred kilometers. 


It is a standard gayge road, four feet, 
sight and a half inches wide. When 
ballasted as it will be at an early date, 
i will be one of the best bits of rail- 
road track on the American continent. 
Mr. Neeland, who commenced this 
work five years ago, has thhad valu- 
@bie assistance in his unique venture 
from Messrs. D. P. Doak and L. M. 
Pietcher, and other well-known Amer- 
iean railway experts and the company 
is to be'congratulated on this fair ac- 
complishment, a task whereof many a 
chapter of heroic history will remain 
forever unwritten. The system has

Trains now run daily ftom San 
ronimo.to the border of Guatemala, 
making the run in twenty-four hours. 
When the road is perfectly ballasted, 
trains will run as swiftly and smoothly 
as over the most privileged road beds 
fm the United States. Much of the 
roadway was laid along tropical jun- 
where the iron-like woods had to 
blasted out by dynamite. The 
Plucky Californians battled with 
swamp and savannahs peopled ‘with 
fevers and the many unrecorded dan- 
that haunt railroad construction 

the Mexican tropics. 

SUBSIDY. 

However, despite the difficulties and 
@Gangers, they have been finally and 
fully successful. The Mexican govern- 
Ment was generous to the last, in aid 
of this enterprige: When the road was 
authorized five years ago, the govern- 
Ment promised a subsidy of $12,000 
Mexican silver per kilometer, and thus 
this addition to the Mexican system of 
railroads has cost the government 
Glone $6,000,000, aside from the great 
expenditures by Mr. Neeland and 5 
@ssociates. Even during the past ten 
months since financial stringency’ set 
in, the government might have availed 
itself of the option it held, to pay Mr. 
Neeland in 5 per cent bonds, but with 
remarkable promptness and faithful- 
mess to the spirit of its contract, has 
persisted in cash payments in the face 
of every obstacle, as far as possible. 
Construction subsidy and other ex- 
penses have run up the cost of the 
road to the Mexican government not 
Jess than $7,000,000. But the government 
ealled for no halt in the undertaking 
G@uring every workable day in the five 

, thus nobly redeeming its prom- 
ie connection with the all-rail route 
from New York to South America, in- 
clusive. 

The country travedsed by this line 
is perhaps the richest in the republic. 
It has probably the heaviest rainfall 
fm the country, not less, in its driest 
portion, than sixty inches during the 
season: the rich vegetable that forms 
the subsoil meters deep in place, as 
yet awaiting the handicraft of the 
agriculturist. The line runs through 
the State of Chiapas, a State 70,000 
@quare kilometers in size, with a pop- 
wlation, however, of barely half a mil- 
lion people. Aside from the copper 
mining at Huixtia, Chiapas, where 
there are heavy deposits of the metal, 
there is practically no mining done 
along the line of the Pan-American. 

Nature ma have some surprises in 
store for the prospectors who will en- 
ter that now open country, but as yet 
these copper beds are the only mining 
enterprises there. It is all an agricul- 
tural section. The soil is a clayey 
formation, with sand as-a minor ele- 
ment, but a calcareous formation runs 
into the State as far southwest as 
Cristobal Las Cagas. Bananas, with a 
nutriticn forty-fold in excess of the po- 
tato, grow luxuriantliy. Humboldt was 
in Chiapas in 1803, and remarked 
about the banana that it would “pro- 
Guce more food at less cost than any 
other known crop.” He referred to its 
nutritive qualities, which give rise tv 
the adage that one banana is equal to 
three loaves of bread. It has been es- 
timated that one hectare planted in 
these fruits, can feed more than a 
hundred men while the same tract 
Planted in wheat would feed five per- 
sons. Coffee is a prodigivus proposi- 
tion in Chiapas. The Soconusco cof- 
fee growing was at least fifty years 
under way when Humboldt was there, 
but he praised it very highly. Moist 
atmosphere, chosen spots along the 
foothills that slope toward the Sierra 
Madre, and where the sun’s rays are 
mot too ardent, an exceedingly fertile 
vegetable soil, and abundance of rain- 
fail, are the elementary conditions 
that give Chiapas coffee such ad- 
vantages. This State is the home of 
the cacao, the first place on the 
American continent to produce the 
berry. 

This “theobroma cacao” (food of the 
gods) is an everzreen running to a 
maximum of forty feet in height. 
From the pear-shaped pods of the tree 
comes the chocolate of commerce so 
highly prized in the American market. 
Nearly 80,000,000 pounds of cacao en- 
tered the American market in 1907, 
but the best of it came from Soco- 
mnusco, Chiapas. 

At Zacualpa are found the largest 
rubber plantations outside of Brazil. 
Dr. Pehr Ollson-Seffer, a noted Nor- 
wegian agriculturist, is enraged in ex- 
perimenting in Chiapas with Austral- 
fan cotton, from which ae expects 
phenomenal results. Cotton has 
thrived in that part of Mexico wonder- 
fully. It is said that at the time of 
the conquest by Cortez, in 1519, cotton 
was cultivated there in colors: ff so, 
it were'‘an open hint for the wizard 
of California, Prof. Burbank. At al! 
events, cotton is indigenous in Mex- 
leo, and was cultivated for centuries 
prior to the days-of Cortez. Fruits 
of all sbrts. especially tropical varie- 
ties. abound fn that Tierra Caliente of 
Mexico, Sugar, tobacco, cattle, are 
also raised in growing proportions. 
Now that the country has been opened 


urably the agricultural output of the 
country.

Those countries thus touched 
by this international route afford im- 
mense possibilities for investment, and 
the building of the Pan-American route 
through these sister republics will de- 
velop that country more than any- 
thing else. 
ANOTHER PLAN. : 

Mr. Neecland also has another very 
ambitious plan in Southern Mexico. 
It is his intention to extend his Pan- 
American Railroad to some point in 
Yucatan, or rather to connect with 
the Yucatan Railroad at Campeche. 
This line, which will cost $50,000,000, 
will be about 1100 kilometers in length, 
with a branch of 250 kilometers to San 
Juan Bautista. the capital of the State 
of Tabasco. Four different States will 
then have rai} connection with the city 
of Mexico which are now cut off from 
such connection and dependent entire- 
ly upon water transportation. The 
Mexican government will give one of 
the largest subsidies that has ever 
been given for this line, and it will 
run through one of the richest sections 
on the American continent—a section 
which Humboldt as the 
“Paradise of America.” It wiht take 
six years to complete this to 
catan. It will be built with English 
capital, and on the i17th of August 
Mr. Neeland received a cablegram from 
one of the largest banking houses ig 
London, who expect to take up the 
financing of the road. While the cap- 
ital invested will be English, the 
equipment will be American. The line 
will run through table lands with a 
maximum of 4000 feet above sea level, 
but there will be passes through the 
Sierra Madre which rise 13,000 feet 
above sea level. The agricultural pos- 
sibilities of this as yet uninvaded ter- 
ritory are simply limitless, and include

ANSWER: Stinkstone (mineralogical 
name at sub-heading,) is known as the 
skunkfoot of mineralogy. When pure 
it can be used in ornamental archi- 
tecture and takes a good polish. Your 
specimen is very impure.

ANSWEH: ‘The more important to- 
calities of ores of tungsten are west 
of the Missouri River. 

This department of The Times (now 
in its fifth year) has led prospectors to 
several localities, notably that of the 
scheelite (calcium tungstate) near Jo- 
hannesburg, Cal., as, likewise, that of 
Arrastra smith, near Wallace, Idaho. 

The Boulder county, Colo., wolfra- 
mite was first located and worked into 
concengrates by the writer in 1899. The 
concentrates referred to are the purest 
known—containing no sulphur of ar- 
senic and but .049 per cent. ghosphor- 
us. Excepting the leads of wolframite 
and hubnerite of near Eldora, Caribou 
and Nederland—other Boulder county 
ores of tungsten call for this passing 
notice only. 

The finest massive acicular and other 
forms of wolframite and hubnerite are 
obtainable in the Little Dragoon Moun- 
tains, Cochise county, Ariz. 

In the Sari Juan district of Colorado 
some scheelite and hubnerite is lo- 
cated. 

In South Dakota, ¢ast of the Minnie 
mine, and near the Burlington Rail- 
road, wolframite occurs sparingly in 
an impure dolomite matrix. 

Wolframite is “shot up’ in a 2 per 
cent. quartz and quartzite at many lo- 
calities in Idaho, especially south of 
Napa and west of Flint. 

In the Venture district of Oregon 
scheelite is sparingly located, as, also, 
near “Dead Indian” and, close to Har- 
riman’s “ranch.” 

East of the Yellowstone Park in Mon- 
tana scheelite (of low per cent.) occurs 
in commercial quentities. 

Nevada possesses many deposits of 
Wolframite and hubnerite. Maarriot's 
and Fox's, near Osceola, being the 
most notable ones. At Battle Mountain, 
in the Shell Range, near Ely and Elko, 
wolframite and scheelite are in place. 

At Twin Buttes, fourteen miles east 
of Black Rock on the Salt Lake route,

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 4.—The fa- 
mous old Vulture mine has been sold 
again to “The Vulture Mines Com- 
pany.” The question now is whether 
the mine is to be operated on its mer- 
its or for the dollars of eastern in- 
vestors, as has been it8 unhappy his- 
tory for the past ten years or so. It 
is told that the sale has been for 
$270,000, through D. J. Curry of Wicken- 
burg, and that $500,000 more will be 
available for the development of the 
property and for a proper mechanical 
plant. The cash payment was $15,000. 
It is even suggested that the new com- 
pany will install electric-power 
plant on the Hassayampa River at 
Wickenburg and build an electric rail- 
road to the Vulture. about fifteen 
miles distant, but no details are to be 
had concerning the character of the 
purchasers or their desire to work the 
mine rather than the pockets of east- 
ern purchasers. It is told that there 
is a line of villages along the Hudson 
River that put several hundred thou- 
sand dollars into the hands of the men 
who manipulated the last Vulture 
company; yet little, if anything, was 
ever done at the mine with any of the 
proceeds. The mine is developed by 
inclined shafts to a depth of about 350 
feet, with 280 feet of perpendicular 
depth. Great stopes in the eastern 
part_of the @roperty, from which mil- 
lions of dollars were taken in the early 
days, have caved in, making the in- 
terior easy of access by trall. All the 
old workings have absolutely been 
Worked out, according to miners who 
have tried to profit by leases, but 
there is a chance, and an excellent 
one at that, for the striking of the ore 
body on the dip by the sinking of a 
deep shaft to the northward of the 
useless present workings. It is be- 
lieved that such a shaft will strike the 
ledge in a zone of redeposition, where 
the values would be good, and where, 
with modern methods of operation, 
large profit could be secured. Tom 
Farish, who held the Jast lease of any 
importance on the property, aban- 
doned the mine as a source of ore 
supply, and ran through his mill the 
buildings of the old town of Vulture, 
realizing at least $20 a “ton from the 
rock thus obtained, . 

Nineteen miles north of Phoenix is 
the property of the Arizona Gold and 
Copper Hill Company, better known 
as the Plank mine. It has been held 
by L. L. Plank of Phoentx for fifteen 
years, but is now being developed 
properly for the first time in its his- 
tory. A considerable force of men is 
sinking a shaft and drifting, with the 
intention of shipping ore within a 
short time. Much of the ore taken 
out will run as high as 50 per cent. 
copper and $20 a ton in gold. ° 


BULLDOG WILL WORK. 


The old Bulldog mine at Goldfield, 
twenty miles east of Mesa, is to be 
worked again. A force ofamen is put- 
ting the machinery in order and pump- 
ing will be begun on the shaft as soon 
as repair work is completed. The mine 
has not been worked for years, though 
it has been a heavy producer of good 
gold ore, found in a curious form be- 
tween granite walis. It is only a 
stone's throw from the famous Mam- 
moth mine, from which millions in 
gold were taken. 

It is locally believed that the Phoe- 
nix mine has been closed down for an 
indefinite period of time. There ap- 
pears to have been disagreement be- 
tween Charlies P. Lockhart and G. F.

THE TOWN OF BOUSE. 
Bouse is twenty-six miles ‘east o | 
Parker, and a broad, semi-arid desert | 
stretches between. That desert is an 
ancient seabottom, and in the yester- 
‘day of logical time constituted an 
arm of the Gulf of California. 

The town of Bouse lies on the ralil- 
| road near the north end of the great 
| Plumosa Range, and just where the 
broad Plumosa wash from the south, | 
fifty miles long, joins the broad Butler 
wash from the east, ninety miles long. 
These “washes” dratn broad syncliinal 
valleys of the same names. After long 
and heavy rains, whieh occasionally 
oecur, both carry torrential surface 
streams. but at all times they carry 


- 


ume—an. inexhaustible supply—a little 
below the surface. 

Bouse, still a small place, contains 
a quite unusually respectable and 
comfortable hotel for a new camp. It 
possesses aiso two mercantile compea- 
nies that have erected substantial and 
commodious buildings of their own 
and carry large stocks to supply the 
outlying camps for fifty miles around. 
There are a few substantial residences 
and the usual array of saloons, cor- 
rals, livery stables and biacksmith 
shops. It is not a big place yet, but 
it is permanent, and it is bound to 
grow as the mines are developed. 

EARLY HISTORY. 

The water so abundant and so close 
to the surface made Bouse the Mecca 
of that great north Yuma county des- 
ert region in the early days of Ari- 
zona’s history (1857 to 1867) when all 
mails and supplies for the Territory 
came around to the Gulf from San 
Francisco by steamer, thence up the 
Colorado by river boat to old La Paz 
or Ehrenburg and thence by a gov- 
ernment camel train (a forgotten epi- 
sode of western history) to Prescott, 
the capital, and the various flourish- 
ing dry piacer and lode camps lying 
between’ the Colorado River and the 
Bradshaw Mountains, 120 miles to the 
east ward.

IN THE BIG INDUSTRIES. 


Heat Units in Coal. 

The old idea that a ton of coal is a 
ton of coal, and that that Is all there 
is to the matter, has passed away, and 
now large consumers of coal are mak- 
ing their purchases on the basis of its 
heat-producing qualities. It ts esti- 
mated that at the present time be- 
tween 4,000,000 and 5,000,009 tons of 
coal are purchased in the United States 
on the basis of analysis and 
paid for on the basis of heat-pro- 
| qualities. The United States 
government is buying coal for its 
Washington departmental buildings on 
this basis. Other large consumers are 
doing the same. Details of contracts 
differ, but the substance is analysis of 
samples taken at regular stated inter- 
vals to determine the British thermal 
units per pound of coal and settlement 
in accordance therewith, with certain 
bonus payments and penalties, as the 
heat-raising value may be above or 
below that agreed upon, and with cer- 
tain limits below which the fuel will 
be rejected entirety. 

The Fuel Engineering Company of 
Chicago was organized for the purpase 
of sampling and testing coal for con- 


'sumers, and the basis of its contract 


between buyer and consumer ts the 
number of net British thermal units 
delivered for 1 cent. Regular tests are 
made at intervals, and at the end of 
each month the number of British 
thermal units delivered in accordance 
with these tests is paid for on that 
ba sia. 

Soft Wood Distillation. 

The distillation of pine and soft 
woods for turpentifie oils and char- 
coal is practically a southern industry. 
The chief plants for this industry are 
located in North Carolina, Florida and 


Georgia. Turpentine is the leading 
product, with charcoal, oils and tar a« 
products of secondary importance. 


Long-leaf pine supplies the bulk of the 
raw material, ‘though other species of 
pine, as well as other conifers, are 
used. On the whole, the showing for 
1907 of this branch of the industry 
was satisfactory. While the inqutry 
disclosed only thirty-one plants in op- 
eration, as against thirty-two In 1906, 
the quantity of wood consumed in- 
creased from 50.234 cords to 61,149 
cords, or 21.7 per cent. This increase 
was accompafied by an advance tn 
the average cost per cord from {$1.58 
to $3.44. The total yield in 1907 of 
turpentine, the leading product, was 
654,711 gallons, as against 503,427 gal- 
lons In 1906, an increase in quantity of 
151,284 @allons, or 30.1 per cent., while 
the average value per galion remained 
substantially the same—about 47 cents. 
The production of tars and olls = in- 
creased from 773,128 gallons, valued at 


$81.797. to 1,152,752 gallons, valued at 
$127,531. The production of ‘charcoal 
niso showed marked increase, from 


791,887 bushels, with a value of $44,381 
to 1.158.364 bushels, with a value of 
$102,411. 


Sulphur Production. 


Sulphur production has tncreased so 
rapidly during the past few years that 
more than enough is now produced 
for home consumpticn, and the surplus 
is being sent to Europe, where it com- 
petes with the Sicily product. The phe- 
nomene!l production of 294,153 long tons 
in 1906 was nearly equaled by the pro- 
duction of 1907, which amounted to 
293,106 long tons, while the value of the 
product increased from $5,096,678 in 
1906 to $5,142,850 In 1907. 

Sulphur was produced in the United 
States in 1907 In Louisiana, Nevada, 
Wyoming, Utah and Colorado, the out- 
put of each of the States, excent Louis- 
lana, being small.

TATEMENT IN 
CASE OF DOYLE. 


BLACKMAIL ALLEGED. 


ACCUSED REPLIES TO THOSE AS. 
SAILING HIM. 


Has Resigned His Position in the 
Broadway Department Store in Or- 
der to Devote Full Time to Routing 
the Draper Man and Woman. 
Lawyer's Declaration. 


In reference to the suit brought by 
L. P. Draper against W. C. Doyle, the 
superintendent of tle Broadway De- 
partment Store, for! alleged alienation 
of the affections of Mrs. Draper, Mr. 
Doyle stated last evening that a week 
| ago he tendered his resignation to 
Arthur Letts, his employer, in order 
that he may devote his entire time to 
the case, which he states is one of 
blackmail pure and simple. 

Mr. Doyle claims that the first inti- 
ma&tion he had of the matter was when 
he Was approached by a certain indi- 
vidual who claimed that he had heard 
that such a suit was contemplated, 
but that he thought the matter could 
be hushed up for a pecuniary consid- 
eration.

Perhaps 
it is needless to state that this and 
other offers of a similar nature from 
other parties were summarily turned 
down. 

L. K. Wisehart, attorney for Mr. 
Doyle, states that Mr. Doyle, as soon 
as he saw that the blackmailing suits 
were to be filed, resigned is superin- 
tendent of the Broadway Department 
Store, because he knew that although 
charges preferred against him 
were false, he owed it to himself and 
to his employer to give up his position 
until he had vindiclted his character. 
Mr. Wisehart also states that all Mr. 
Doyle asks of the people is for them 
to suspend their judgment of the affair 
unti! he and hie witnesses have been 
heard at the trial of the case. Mr. 
Wisehert further states that in his 
opinion the charges against Mr. Doyle 
are a mere frame-up by blackmalilers 
who are hard up for money, and who 
adopted this plan as a means of re- 
lieving themselves of their financial 
embarrassment. Mr. Wisehart states 
that his opinion is based on a large 
amount of evidence which is in his 
possession, and which he would freely 
give to the public were it not for the 
fact that it would be showing his 
client's hand prematurely.

OU ARE proud of that Turkish 
rug of yours, aren't you, as you 
. Study over the richness of its col- 
rings and wonder at damseis, 
heeded and veiled, who wove it, each 
Sitch with loving care, in some far- 
away oriental harem? Every time you 
look at it you can conjure up other 
pictures of the changeless East, pic- 
tures whose sources you must admit 
are to be found in the tales of the 
Caliph of Bagdad which you read in 
far-dietant childhood. 
Tie home of the Turkish rug the 
bdifthplace, if you will, is at Pirot, over 
frontier in Servia.

The bobbin with the long white base 
thread is run through the cords, and 
then they push it down by means of 
a toothed “pusher,” to translate liter- 
ally. It is so simple and yet so deli- 
cate—a single thread misplaced de- 
stroys the harmony of all. 

The women make the carpets from 
the wool of perhaps 15,000 sheep, raise 
in their district. The wool taken, many 


each year, bringing from $1.20 to $1.60 
each. The major portion of the herd, 
however, is raised for this wool, 
though locally the meat, too, is eaten 
in the summer, when it bears no odor. 

For the carpeting, then, two socie- 
ties of the women of the countryside 


often glears the enormous sum of 6 
cents @ day at her labors. 

‘Poor as these families are, they are 
rather averse te working out for 
strangers. They refee their own food 
and raise and work up the larger part 
of the wherewithal! for their garments. 
The lamb meat here is but 6 cents 
the kilogram, and then most folk have 
their own sheep. So the rugs supply 
the funds for what else might be 
needea 


As to the sheep, they graze at a dis- 
tance of five or six hours from town. 
Village boys turn shepherds, and live 
there, cutting the wool and cleaning it 
right out in the open. 

Once a week, mothers, sisters, trudge 
out with a change of garments, and

STARS QUIT SCHOOL AND NEW

Shuté, Bridwell, Stookey, Richard- 
son, Bosbyshell, Carpenter, Almy 
and Others Will not Be in Line-ups. 
Intercollegiate Agreement Will 
Shut Out Preps. 


With the best athletes in football, 
baseball and track missing from the 
‘varsity teams of the University of 
Southern California, ghis year, the 
Methodist enthusiasts are speculating 
on the chances of the various teams to 
successfully compete with the southern 
colleges in event the long expected re- 
conciliation in intercollegiate athletics 
is affected. 

Although a week yet intervenes unttl 
the university opens, the student ath- 
letic contingent is bemoaning the loss 
of a number of stars whose places will 
be different to ll and what the 
usual incoming freshmen class will 
contribute in the way of athletic prodi- 
gies is still problematical. 

Coupled with the irreparable loss to 
the university teams through the sud- 
den demise of Charlie Richar son comes 
the announcement of the departure of 
Walter Bridwell, ‘varsity baseball cap- 
tain for two seasons, and right half 
on the football eleven.

The high culture of this yotng 
woman could not but proclaim itself amid any surround- 
ings; but the impression was toned down and made har- 
monious with their surroundings by the innate nobility 
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large charity of her heart, and the open-handed measure 
of her liberality in all instances Where there was a 
demand made upon her for any purpose, cause or person 
in any way worthy of help. 

Mrs. Hellman set the highest example to her own sex 
in her devotion to husband and children, in the perform- 
ance of every duty imposed upon her as wife and mother. 
Her home was to her a kingdom, and there she ruled, as 
gentle a queen as ever husband adored or child ‘obeyed. 
And at the same time she always had time for all the 
reasonable requirements of society, where she shone as 
a star with a graciousness that charmed all who came 
within her sphere of influence. 

As the years passed and all the elements of life ex- 
panded here, the Hellmans became prosperous and rose 
to the highest place in business and financial! circles.

T was springtime of that momentous year, 1849. 
| in Illinois the robins were singing, the green 

blades of grass peeping, and the delicate little May 
blossoms Opening their dainty petals. Everything 
breathed of life, of hopé, and pulses thrilled at the 
magic word “Caligornia.” 

The call of the West was in men’s blood. Beyond the 
Rockies lay “the land of gold, the land of sunshine.” 


the Great Divide, it was possible to shovel shining nug- 
gets? At Galena, IIL, on the morning of May 3, 1849, a 
party with faces set westward were bidding farewell to 
friends and neighbors. Strong wagons, drawn by the 
best horses procurable, packed with household treasures 
and provisions, as staunch prairie schooners as ever 
floated on wheels. waited for the tearful women and ex- 
cited children to clamber to their places. The men, with 
shouts and jokes. pretended only to think of what lay 
before, for once the teams Started, there must be no 
looking back. 


In the party were Philip D. Rice, wife and six chil- 
dren; Hiram Imus and wife, parents of Mrs. Rice; Hi- 
ram Imus, Jr., wife and eleven chihiren. 

All the spring months and up to early summer they 
journeyed on, driving their cattle and extra horses. The 
stock fattened on the luscious prairie grasses. The 
women and children grew accustomed to the new mode 
of life, and health came to even the weak ones of the 
party. They came up with and passed other parties 
bound for California, and many trains of Mormons 
bound for the Promised Land, Utah. 

At the Platte River their first misfortune overtook 
them. Their cattle had been settled for the night. the 
horses picketed and hobbled, camp fires lighted; coffee 
pots were bubbling and bacon was sizzling, when a herd 
of buffalo came tearing along and charged straight into 
the cattle. The band was Stampeded, and only the 
horses were rounded up after a night's effort, the cactle 
being given up as lost. A few of the men undertook to 
find them, and at length discovered them with a Mor- 
mon train, the Mormons declaring they found them a 
hundred miles from the scene of the stampede. 

At Salt Lake City the travelers halted to rest and to 
lay in provisions for the last and hardest half of the

Helen Rice, the little girl who shared the ex- 
periences related, was married in 1856 to Daniel M. Mc- 
Laughlin, and in 1881 removed to San Luis Obispo 
county. She is a hale little old lady, still showing signa 
of her youthful prettiness, and keeps a little store at El 
Pizmo.

OT often in the course of human events does a 

N glacier allow mere mortals. the privilege of explor- 

ing its icy greatness. So we felt exceedingly privi- 

leged when the winds and tide conspired in our favor 

and allowed the good ship Spokane to poke her nose 

among the icebergs until we were within three-quarters 
of a mile of Muir Glacier. 

The trip before, the boat got mo nearer than eight 
miles, and only three times in nine years have they been 
able to get at all close; and we were the very first who 
have ever set foot on that particular part of the glacier. 

Now one can understand why I, a daughter of the 
southiand, should appreciate the ice king’s favor. But 
he probably realized my longing to see a real live gla- 
cler at close range, so gave me free passage. 

My ideas of icebergs and glaciers were a somewhat 
dim and hazy remembrance of school-day geographies, 
and so the real article proved an exciting revelation. 

First. a few little white bergs hove in sight and the 
blue water began to have a greenish, milky hue as if 
chalk had been washed through it. All glacier water 
has that peculiar color that is very becoming to the 
beautiful icebergs, white and blue, that are reflected 
in it. 

The newer the iceberg the more brilliant its colors. 
The old ones look like rocks covered with dirty snow 
floating around. They take all kinds of weird shapes, 
from tiny ducks to great giants partially concealed in 
their crystal palaces. A vivid imagination helps to dis- 
cover things not revealed to prosaic minds. The new 
bergs seem great pieces of blue turquoise, enough to fur- 
nish jewels for all the world. 

Thicker and thicker they floated by, and equally thick 
were the kodaks. There is nothing equal to an iceberg 
to make one use up all his films. And if some of us 
have to go to the poorhouse after this trip we shall at 
least have the satisfaction of knowing that we shot ev- 
ery iceberg and — in sight while we were at liberty. 

The ship crept along among the bergs at a snail's pace, 

not minding the small ones, but carefully steering clear 
of the larger ice mountains, as they would have meant 
disaster even at the slow pace at which we were going. 
| We did take 4 whack at a few, and go craunch, craunch, 
over them, the bergs always seeming to get the best of 
‘the encounter, always carrying off some of the poor 
| ship's red skin, while they turned turtle and came up 


/on the other side apparently unharmed. 

| Glacier Bay was comparatively clear of ice, and we 
| Steamed up in style to old Muir, making the echoes re- 
sound for nearly a minute with the whistle. 

. The glacier has receded nearly four miles since it was 
_last approached three years ago. showing that it Is 
breaking up quite rapidly. The face of it now is in the 
| form of a horseshoe with a little crescent bay in front. 
A glacier simply looks what it is. as if a river coming 
down between two immense mountains had been 
dammed up until it reached the top. when it was sud- 
denly congealed and covered with a slight frosting of 
snow. 

From a distance it looks as if on might have a grand 
toboggan slide down one, but closer investigation shows 
immense crevasses extending across it and dividing the 
frosting into nice fat layers. 

The Spokane anchored, and the saying that “Fools will 
venture where angels fear to tread” was most thor- 
oughly demonstrated when about 149 passengers were 
landed in small boats. 

I was one of the innocent fools who imagined that the 
nice little pebbly beach we landed ori was as safe as any 
at Catalina. I afterward found it was ice slightly cov- 
ered with sand and pebbles, and might have dumped us 
over into the bay at any minute. 

We 
still live to lord it over all who cannot have the experi- 
ence, but also to warn future explorers against placing 
their faith in such sinking sand (or ice.)

and when the ship started out a barrier of ice blocked 
her way. Luckily the icebergs were mostly small, so 
the staunch ship crushed her way through, finally mak- 
ing her escape from the ice king’s domain.

(MARVELOUS MATHEMATICS. 


WONDERFUL COMPUTATIONS BY A CONVICT IN 
MISSOURI PENITENTIARY. 


{Jefferson City Correspondence New York Sun:] In 
Missouri’s great prison house in this city, the largest 
penitentiary in the world, containing convicts from ev- 
ery State in the American Union and thirteen foreign 
countries besides, there is a prisoner whom the guards 
say has no sense, a thin, frail man of more than 50 
years, slightly stooped, whose beetling brows are always 
drawn together above a pair of steel gray eyes with 
focus fixed upon some object far away. He is wholly 
unfitted for the ordinary labors of prison life and is em- 
ployed in odd jobs about the State binder-twine plant. 
None of the convict labor manufacturing concerns is 
willing to accept him at the State’s wage of 60 cents a 
day. 

This useless man, with the prison palior in his face 
and the strange light in his eyes, who can hardly per- 
form the simplest duties of prison life, is known as No. 
9030 in the Missouri penitentiary, but abroad men of 
science are grappling with his theories of mathematics. 

His name is M. A. McGinnis. Dr. J. M. Greenwood, 
superintendent of the Kansas City schools, and himself 
a mathematician, says: 


“I first became acquainted with McGinnis some eight™ 
or ten years ago, through his algebraic solution of nu- 
merical equations of the higher degrees. In handling 
such numerical equations he is the most skillful alge- 
braist that I have ever read of.” 

McGinnis has evolved a theory for the solution of nu- 
merical equations which is said to go beyond anything 
previously devised. But he has gone further in the soli- 
tude of his prison cell, and now announces that he has 
discovered a formula for the solution of literal equatiotis 
as far as the twelfth degree. Mathematicians have de- 
clared that it was impossible to do what McGinnis says 
he can do. 

But McGinnis does not regard this Wiscovery as his 
achievement. He claims to have perfected a 
solution of numerical equations by logarithms. 

So thoroughly in carnest is the prisoner and so fully is 
he convinced of the correctness of his theory that he is 
willing to stake all his hopes of freedom upon its ac- 
ceptance by the world of mathematics. He is an old 
man, and has served only eighteen months of a ten 


years’ sentence, but he asks that Gov. Folk of Missouri 


submit his theory of the logarithmic solution of equa- 
tion to a jury of mathematicians of national 
tion, 

If the jury shall fail to sustain his theory McGinnis 
says that he is willing to serve the remainder of his 
sentence, which, considering his age and frail health, 
means death in the prison. But if the jury of mathe- 
maticians shall sustain his views he asks that the Gov

AME NATURE has given America many of her 
most beautiful and varied works of art, but she 
forgot to bestow upon us a real, live volcano.

It 
is a garden sown by Nature, in which the great spotted 
lilies grow in hundreds, and the uncommon pure gold 
mariposa is a wayside blossom. The trail, which seems 
to be very little traveled, worms its way along and 
across the windings of the stream till you wonder into 
what sort of an impasse it is leading. Just where the 
Water becomes a mere trickle, and. one. of the useful 
Forest Service placards points out a convenient canip- 
| ing-place, the trai] takes a jump uphill to the low pass. 


(It isa short climb, but rocky, and broken slippery rock 
at that. As you strive against the uneven footing with 
the sun hot on your back, gnats buzzing in your ears, 
,and big deer flies circling around to select a spot to bite 
| On, you realize that there may be disagreeable experi- 
ences on a mountain trip. But “it’s all in the day's 
work;” and so is the grand view from the top of the 
pass. 

A few hundrei feet below winds the high road to Up- 
land; Baynham’'s is a short mile away; you have prac- 
tically completed the round. To add variety to the re- 
turn trip along the highway, turn to the left at the 
‘foot of the Hog’s Back and follow the new road down 
to the stream. You can cross it where a blacksmith’s 
forge stands by the wayside. On the opposite side is a 
trail which, winding high up around the cliffs, presents

His verdict was: “Old Baldy is not to be 
climbed right off the sidewalks of Los Angeles.” The 
caution is useful; many an outing is spoiled by attemprt- 
ing too much. But after a few preliminary tramps over 
the hills of the home district, any healthy person should 
_be in condition to enjoy a walk over the rodte described

Sicily, Asia Minor, Syria and Palestine, all are ex- 
ceedingly rich in Roman ruins; chief among which must 
be counted that glorious group of shattered temples 
which crowns the Acropolis of Balbek. All the ruins of 
Rome itself do not equal them in extent; and here, be- 
fore the glorious temples of Jupiter and the Sun, the 
traveler invariably pauses in speechless astonishment, 
fully convinced that at Balbek Rome reached the Zenith 
of her architectural achievements. Only the templed 
' wonders at Karnak rival these cyclopean structures in 
size and grandeur. 


Balbek is perhaps the most wonderful evidence of the 
tremendous vitality of the Roman empire at the zenith 
of her power. When we consider that Syria was but a 
minor Roman province, and that these glorious temples 
were situated among desolate mountains at least forty 
miles from the sea, we may attain to some appreciation 
of the might of'a nation which could build such awe- 
inspiring temples in Asia; and at the same time cover 
Europe and North Africa with structures scarcely less 
magnificent. 

Among all our memories of ancient Rome there is 
none more splendid than the enchanting vision of that 
great marble court and the six glorious columns of the 
Temple of the Sun at Balbek; still supporting, at a 
height of nearly 100 feet above the colossal foundation 
sfones, an immense section of marble frieze, carved 
with the delicate tracery of the wild acanthus, which 
even now grows among the shattered marble blocks at 
our feet. 

Vale! Roma Immortalis! Thy history has been the 
history of the world for over 2000 years! From thy 
throne on the banks of the tawny Tiber, thy mighty 
empire reached out and embraced every corner of the 
known world; and today the sad remains of countless 
stately temples are scattered over the earth from the hot 
sands of Africa to the gold -and purple of Scotland's 
rugged mountains, and from the far borders of Persia 
to the land of the Moors by the ancient Pillars of Her- 
cules—mute evidence of thy vanished glory—the very 
Ghost of Ancient Rome! :

All you need in order to accomplish this journey is a 
bunch of labels, with the name of the various cities to 
which you wish people to think you have been. Paste. 

_ these conspicuously on your trunk, your gripbag, your 
camera, hatbox, and on the blanket of your “bullpup” if 
‘ you sport one—amd presto!—you emerge hefore the eyes 
of the public as a full-fledged globe trotter. : 


The selling of “traveled labels” to untraveled travel- 
ers is a thriving business in London, Paris, and other of 
the big European centers.. You can buy a whole set of 
labels covering a certain route. If you wish your friends 
to think you have just come from the Riviera, you can 
get plenty of labels for Monte Carlo, Nice, Cannes and 
other resorts. If fou prefer a trip down the Rhine, you 
can be as easily and as promptly accommodated. 
Speaking recently to a label vender in the Strand, the 
_writer was informed that Americans often patronize his 
wares. 


“I let out portmanteaux fully labelled for any trip you: 
like to take. Some people like to stick on their own 

assortment of labels,” continued my informant, “while 
others prefer trunks, gripbags, and boxes plastered alk 
_over. The more a trunk or a grip is worn and be- 
_jabelled, the better some foiks seem to like it, and much 
of our traveled stock that seems as if it could not stand 
another public appearance is in great demand.

In praciice this palm is more used on pri- 
vate driveways, but where planted on public streets, as 
is the case in many Southern California towns, it 
proves the strongest attraction to the eastern tourist 
of any plant used for like purpose. 


School Gardens. 


We still have school yards that are plain expanses of 
dirt or gravel, and school gardening may well start on 
the work by interesting the pupils in the embellishment 
of the grounds. A plan or suggestions for a plan should 
first be obtained from acknowledged authority and the 
work carried out in strict accordance therewith. Neither 
the teacher nor school trustees should be allowed to plan 
the grounds for the reason that the embellishment is 
bound, in a measure, to impress some of the students, 
and it is just as well to give them the benefit of the 
best talent obtainable. It is far better for the children 
to see how properly to plan and plant than it is to show 
them how not to do it. 


Such rank ignorance prevails regarding landscape gar- 
dening and so much execrabvle work is done that had the 
writer his way every public grounds would have to be 
planned, by a licensed landscape architect based on a 
civil service examination. A list of questions should be 
obtained from several of the leading men in the profes- 
sion throughout the United States, and no one should be 
dallowed to plan public grounds or superintend the lay- 

ing out and planting of same except he had successfully 

passed the requisite examination and obtained a State

Advertisements on Poles. 


One large eastern city has been carrying on a very 
successful campaign against advertising on the poles 
of public corporations. One of the leaders of the move- 
ment says: “It is an offense punishable by a fine to 
paste or tack any kind of a card ‘or poster on any pole 
in the streets, but we do not intend to arrest and prose 
cute any one if the end can be obtained in other ways, 
In the last few weeks we have prevailed upon a leading 
baker, a packer with a national reputation, and the 
agent of a big baking-powder concern to send out men 
to remove their cards from the poles. There is. how- 
ever, less trouble with the large concerns than with the 
smatier ones which confine their advertising to a lim- 
ited district. The habit is contagious, and one card on 
a pole brings others. In the past the most effective 
_ method was to organize the boys into a volunteer police 
| force and pay them for all the cards removed from 
poles. Formerly we paid 100 cents fer each 100 cards 
, and effectually rid the posts of the defacing cards.’ 


| Little Things Count. 


_ An ffMprovement company subdivided a farm, and in 
place of cutting down a large tree in the sidewalk they 
went to sOme expense to lay a stone walk around both 
sides of it. As no one purchased the lot by the tree in 
time itjdied from lack of moisture. Some one removed 
it for wood, and a family near-by planted flowers in the 
circle.

To descend, however, from the region of Parnassus to 
the Wyoming chicken yard, we would suggest to our 
correspondent that he try any of the Mediterranean or 
American breeds for his purpose. The former are rec- 
ognized as zood laying birds, while the latter, also good 
for egg production, possess the added advantage of be- 
ine good table fowl. Avoid the mongrel and tie to the 
standard-bred bird. In other words, breed only the pure 
bloods and-try to get your parent stock from strains of 
well-known economic value, either for é¢gg production or 
table purposes. The fact that our correspondent pos 


‘appearances it surpasses anything in its class that has ever been marketed in America. It 


sesses a ranch with an abundant supply of pure water, 
meadow or grass land, with here and there tree and 
shrub growth offering shade, certainly offers ideal con- 
ditions for the poultry business. If followed along in- 
telligent lines, there is no reason why he should not 
make a success of the venture, provided always that he 
will house more than four hens and one rooster from 
which to gain a livelihood. As a matter of fact, an an- 
nual output of 1200 to 1500 head will afford a living. 
This number will give something like 600 laying hens; 
the surplus males, of course, to be disposed of for mar- 
ket purposes. To bring the question a little closer than 
mere classes, we do not think a mistake would be made 
in selecting either Brown or White Leghorns and Barred 
or White Rocks for his purpose. Two breeds are quite 
enough to occupy a man’s attention if in the commer- 
cial poultry business, A larger number only leads to a 


diversity of product, both in color of eggshell and also _ 


in size and weight of carcass, which is not desirable. 
The market demands a uniform produét. Another point 
to consider is' that though there is no difference in the 
economic value as between a white and a brown-shelled 
egg. the general tendency is for the market to give pref- 
erence to a white, because they are more easily candled, 


.thus saving time when in the hands of the trade, as the 


poultry centers now candle and grade all hen fruit irre- 
spective of age. 

The probable returns from a ranch breeding annually 
something like 1200 to 1500 head is a matter depending 
largely upon local conditions, namely, cost of feed, 
value of land, labor, expense, ete. A strain of good lay- 
ing hens should average, under favorable conditions, 
$1.50 per head profit per annum and the average number 


of eggs should be about 150 per hen. This, of course, 


varies more or less with different localities and manage- 
ment. 


A Nice Portable House. 


~ Mrs. ‘Royce of South Pasadena has some nice portable 
houses. The framework is strong, but not heavy. It 


is boarded up on three sides, with about nine inches at | 


the bottom left open. The roof is a shed roof with 
about a foot slant, the house being about five feet in 
front and four behind, and deep enough for three 
perches. There is no floor and no dropping-board. The 
droppings fall on newly-made ground and there is a con- 
stant draft over them go that they dry quickly and are 


easily removed in fine condition. With a tight roof and 
egg producers in the near future.

Where one has room, this is nice to do, but if one is 
short of room, instead of having three perches, he can 
put a row of nest boxes in the back of the house against 


, the lower boarding, which would keep them off the 
ground about nine inches. The back perch should be far 


enough away from the boxes:so that no droppings will 
fal] into them: and a cover in the shape of a wide board 
should be hinged to rise and fall above and upon them. 
At the morning feeding this cover should be hooked up 
against the back of the house to let the hens in to lay, 
and at the nicht feeding ‘t should be let down so that 
no; fowl! could conclude to .leep on the edge of a nest 


box and drop into the nest. It should fall in a slant so 
'that no fowl] could perch on it. It is better to use in- 


dividual boxes which can be taken out and sunned. 

Mrs. Royce's houses have no handles for moving them 
but it adds usefulness to the house to nail firmly to each 
side a two-byv-twa arm letting it project* about four 
inches front and:hack. If left longer, hens will perch 
on them for the night. With a strong frame one person 
can move a house easily on to a freshly-spaded ground, 
by using the four handles on each corner of tires, house, 
one at atime. The drinking water is kept in the shade 
of a house. 

There is just one out connected with these houses: If 
during the night a hen gets restléss and a quarrel. en- 
sues on the perch and a bird falls down in the. dark, she 
will keep backing on the ground in. search of a refuge. 
She will nof fly up in the dark as a rule to the perch. 
If she nests where she falls, she will get cold in the 


‘draft! It is well to.put a big box in one of. the back 


corners of the pen for a refuge in case of such an accl- 
dent where the fowl] will at once shelter from the drafts. 
No sick fowl not perching should be allowed in such an 
open house, but be put in a hospital.

Almeria Grape. 


HE Almeria grape is the grape that is shipped from 

Southern Spain packed in barrels of coarse cork dust 
or chips. The name of the variety is the Ohanez. It is 
a very late grape, tough, hard and very firmly attached 
to the pedicel. It is so firm that it does not dry up read- 
ily, and its firm attachment to the stalklet preserves it 
from moulding or decay. It is of very poor quality as 


Many attempts have been made to grow this grape in 
California. The attempts have not been successful com- 
mercially for several reasons. The grapes will not ma- 
ture except in the hotter districts, and to obtain good 
crops they must be grown on high trellises. By training 
them on two or three wires several feet from the ground 
they can be made to bear well, and the position of the 
grapes preserves them from injury by rain. 
sible to obtain the cork dust cheaply enough in Califor- 
nia, but if we gaised the grapes they could be shipped 
the same way the Tokay. 

A very late shipping grape, to come after the Corni- 
chon, would be very desirable. Several varieties re- 
cently imported from Algeria and China are promisiny 
for this purpose, but have not yet been sufficiently 
tested. The Hunisa, a variety introduced by the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washington, D.C., from Asia 
Minor, is among the most promising. It resembles in 
appearance the Red Emperor as grown in the upper San 
Joaquin Valley. It is, however, of better quality, and 
remarkably resistant to rain and other unfavorable con- 
ditions.—[Bioletti, in the Press.

The question of diversified farming has become a se- 
rious thought with our large land owners in the various 
sections of California.

Motorite, What It Is. 

Motorite is a self-combustive fuel, consisting of a com- 
pound of seventy parts, by weight, of nitroglycerin to 
thirty parts, by weight, of gun cotton. The gun cotton 
is dissolved in the nitroglycerin, forming a dense, tough 
and rubbery material. : 


This material is made into bars about 7 inches in di- 
ameter and 6 feet long for use in torpedoes the size of 
For the 21-inch tor- 
pedo, the stick will be both bigger and longer. 

The motorite bars are forced into and sealed in steel 
tubes for us, and these steel tubes containing the motor- 
ite are inserted into the torpedo and are surrounded by 
a water jacket. 

The motorite can be ignited and can burn only at and 


_from one end, and the water to be evaporated is forced 
/along a water jacket sufrounding the motorite tube into 


the combustion chamber, where it is evaporated into 
steam by mingling with the products of combustion of 
the motorite. 


One pound of motorite evaporates a little over two 


_ pounds of water, so that one pound of motorite pro-

Uric Acid. 


R. ALEXANDER HAIG of London is recognized as 
1) the leading proponent. of and authority on the uric- 
acid theory of disease, 
subject by noticing that the severe headaches from 
a which he suffered ceased whenever he gave up flesh and 
other uric-acid foods. 
Like others who have hit upon an important* fact, Dr. 
: Haig is inclined to override his hobby a little. How- 
| ever, it is a most important subject, and he has un- 
doubtedly done much good in bringing it to the atten- 
tion of the public. 
The doctors nowadays sneer at the uric-acid theory. 
This is not surprising, for if it were generally accepted 
it would undoubtedly enable a great majority of the 
people to cure themselves, and thus lessen the income 
of the medical fraiernity. 


| Dr. Haig’s little book “Diet and Food” was reviewed 
here several years ago. His latest book is a digest of 
his larger book on. uric acid. It is entitted “Uric Acid— 
An Epitome of the Subject.” (J. & A. Churchill, 7 
Great Marlborough street, London. Price 2s 6d net. For 
| sale in the United States by P. Blakiston’s Son & Co., 
, lel! Walnut street, Philadelphia.) 

Uric aeid is normally developed in all animals, and 
xanthin, the vegetable equivalent of uric acid, is found 
in many vegetables, also in pulse and cereals. As it 
occurs mostly in the hulls or skins of cereals and pulses 
and fruit! it can, to a great extent, be avoided. In a 
letter from Dr..Haig to the editor of the Care of the 
Body, wrétten last year, he said: 

“It is Impossible to Get quite free oi xanthin, but if 
you take the vegetable substances that contain least of 
it, can reduce the daily output to one-half.of its 
amount on a “flesh and tea diet.. This is generally 
enough to prévent and control disease.” 

Dr. Haig declares that directly or indirectly uric acid 
controls the circulation of the whole body and produces 
, high blood pressure on the one hand or low blood press- 
ure on the’ other, according to the amount present in 
the blood and circulating fluids. He describes a simple 
test by which any one may detect the amount of uric 
acid in his system—a test that was first mentioned by 
Raynaud. If a white patch is produced by pressure on 
the surface in normal conditions, the blood will return 
into it in two or three seconds, otherwise it will remain 
more or less white for a considerable time. The author 
A shows that one of the effects of an excessive secretion 

of uric acid is to produce a stimulation which is mis- 
taken for strength. He says: “Alcohol is bad, but tea 
and urie acid contain stimulants that are worse.” Prat- 
tically all consumers of animal flesh are, he says, anae- 
mic—with a slow cireulation in the skin which may eas- 
ily be tested as above described. The normal produc- 
tion of uric acid in the human body is, he declares, 
about ten grains.

NEW YORK dispatch recently announced that a 
Th vesttowt of New Jersey has given forth the important 
if true information that he had found the secret of per- 
petual life, and that any one could easily live to be a 
thousand years old. So far as disclosed, the “secret” | 
consists in “laying on of the hands.” 

Be sure of this. No amount of laying on of hands—or 
feet—will enable a person to escape death at a com- 
paratively early age. if that person continues to break 
the laws of nature and to live wrong—especiaily to eat 
wrong. 

As to living forever, in the physical form, that is, of 
course, nonsense. It is true that William A. Hammond, 
reputed to be one of the great authorities in medical - 
stience, and formerly surgeon-general in the United 
States army, is credited with having said: “There is no 
physiological reason why man should die.” It is really 
astonishing that apparently intelligent people should pro- 
fess to entertain such an absurd: illogica) and altogether 
impossible theory. As previously remarked, the human 
race, the animal creation, the vegetable kingdom and 
the mineral kingdom—the “everlasting hills” and even 
the great planetary systems that constitute the universe 
are all subejc. to the immutable law of change. For

foods.”’ 


Limitations of Osteopathy. 


N Health Culture for June the editor of that maga- 
Iites Dr. Latson had a good article on “Methods of 
Healing.” Among other things he referred to oste- 
opathy, regarding which he said: 

“Osteopathy is a p@or name. But the system built up 
under that name is a valuable addition to the healing 
art. But in my library there are about a dozen books 
on ‘Osteopathy,’ and in not one of them is there a rec- 
ognition of the fundamental fact of ‘osteopathy.’ 

“The founder of osteopathy is a close observer—but 
not a clear thinker. He noticed that displaced organs 
could not do their work properly—that laxated struc- 
tures produced many anatomical and physiological de- 
rangements. 


“This was a great discovery. And it is what I am 
trying to preach all the time: ‘Get your organs into 
their proper places and they will do proper work.’ But 
manipulation alone will not do this. And here is the 
great mistake of ‘osteopathy.’ To push back the organs 
into their proper place is not enough; they must be held 
there. Amid who shall hold them? Their owner—natu- 
rally. And how shal! he accomplish this? By learning 
to stand and to walk and to breathe and to think cor- 
rectly. 

“Osteopathy Is valuable—very valuable in the treat- 
ment of a large class of disorders. 1 use it daily. But 
in the treatment of disease we need other methods as 
well as osteopathy.” 

As previously mentioned here, there is a great differ- 
ence between osteonaths, as there is between practition-¢ 
ers of other schools. Some are broad-minded, attach- 
ing due importance to diet and other hygienic measures, 
while others are—otherwise. It is, of course, only the 
former class who can expect to achieve any great meas- 
ure of success.

Almond Meal—Almond Butter—Alimond Cream. 


I 


N a recent article on diabetes, mention was made of 
almond meal as being preferable to flor made from 
grain. Several correspondents have asked where .such 
meal can be obtained. Any first-class grocer should 
* keep it, or if not, he would, probably order it, if a cus- 
tomer wished to use it regularly. To make the meal at 
home. buying the almonds at retail price, would not only 
be tiresome, but expensive. 

The following directions for making almond butter 
are from “The Art of Living im Good Health,” by Dr. 
Danie! S. Sager: . 

“Blanch the shelled almonds by covering them with 
boiling water for two or three minutes, then remove 
the skins with the fingers. Gently dry the nuts in bak- 
ing pans in an oven until quite crisp, but not brown in 
color. Then run them through a joosely-adjusted mill 
or a sausage grinder, and place them on a cloth, 
stretched over the stove until perfectly dry, then grind 
in a tightly-adjusted nut-butter mill. This preparation, 
almond cream, or butter, freshly prepared, is a delicious 
substitute for cow’s milk, and does not produce gastric 
disturbances of any kind.” 

| , Almond cream—or other nut cream—may be made 
from nut butter by taking one or two tablespoonfuls of 
the butter and whipping it up with a fork or other 
beater with a smal] quantity of tepid water, making in 
all about one-half a pint of nut cream. Nut creams or 
nut milks must be kept in closed vessels in a cool place, 
otherwise they will sour in a day or two.

Rye. 


'TVHE subject of this article is not, as some might mis- 
T takeaty suppose, rye whisky, but rye flour. 

’' A correspondent recently asked the editor of Health 
Culture: “Is rye a more laxative food than other cere- 
als?” To which Dr. Latson answered: “They differ but 
little, if any, in that respect.” 

This is not in accordance with the editor’s experience. 
In North Germany, where rye bread forms the princi- 
pal article of dietary among the mass of the people, the 
evidence of the efficacy of rye meal, in producing free 
péristaltic action, may frequently’ be noticed along the 
highways. In America, some people find pumpernickle 


one of the surest remedies for constipation. 


Why this is so is not altogether apparent. Rye con- 
tains about 10 per cent. less of the organic salts than 
wheat. The only one of them in which it is ahead of 
wheat is sulphur, of which it contains 0.28 parts per 
thousand of dry substance as compared with 0.09 in 
wheat. It is possible that the laxative effect of rye is 
due to a difference in the form of the granules, which 
may be coarser, and thus act mechanically on the 
bowels. 


A prominent German writer on dietetics has pointed 
out that rye contains a substance not found in wheat. 
This is fluorine, which is found in the teeth. This may 
count for the fact that the north Germans are noted for 
their fine teeth. 

It would be a good idea to add a little rye flour to 
your wheat flour. There is no reason why there should 
be such monotony in our consumption of grain, which 
is almost entirely confined to wheat, when we have 
other such valuable grains as corn, rye, barley and oats. 
The rye bread and pumpernickel on the market are fer- 
mented, which is objectionable, from a hygienic point 
of view, but you can buy rye flour, and make your own 
bread or gems either “‘struicht” or mixed with entire 
flour. A firm in Minneapolis recently com- 
menced putting up rye flakes. “Boston brown bread” 
is a mixture of corn, rye, white flour and molasses.

CARLY 200,000 residents of London have already 
IN soines a new organization known as the “Semi-Tee- 
total Pledge Association.”” -The%pledge of the Associa- 
tiom contains the simple words: 

“{ solemnly undertake, by God's help, to abstain from 
all intoxicating drinks, except at my mid-day and even- 
ing meals." The society has the approval of the King, 
the’ Prince of Wales and the Bishop of London. 

This is a sensible idea. Most of the harm done by 
overconsumption of alcoholic beverages comes from nip- 
ping during the day. On the continent of Europe nearly 
everybody drinks with the principal meals a little light 
wine,. usually mixed with about one-third of water. 
This is a far more wholesome beverage than the coffee

ing the stomach, and so retarding digestion.

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Religion in Modern Life. 

Dr. Cadman, the American preacher who {is at present 
occupying Mr. Silvester Horne’s pulpit, has expressed 
himself somewhat skeptically in reference to the sup- 
posed revival of religion in the United States. He may 
perbaps be right in reference to his own country, but in 
England there is at present a distinct reemergence of re- 
ligious sentiment and _ religious \aspiration in circles 
where religion has long been regarded as a mere abérra- 
tion of the hurhan intellect. The atheist, or even the de- 
termined agnostic, is now a mere survival of the Victo- 
rian era. The old contest between religion and science 
is gradually dying away, although some belated combat- 
ants still continue the fight, knowing not what a fresh 
light has changed the very issues of the battle. 


This changed attitude toward religion has two causes. 
The psychological researches of James and Starbuck 
have made it clear that the religious emotions are pot 
mere delusions, are not «disorders of the human mind. 
but are genuine facts, as real, as spontaneous in their 
own way as any other menta! phenomena. The theories 
which they advance make it perfectly possible to recon- 
cile the cultivation and enjoyment of religion with the 
adoption generally of the scjentific attitude toward life. 
Indeed, some would go now so far as to say that those 
who scoff at religion as mere self-deception are unscien- 
tific, for they leave without adequate explanation a 
whole series of facts in human history and in human 
psychology. At all events, the recent researches into 
the psychology of religion have, as it were, lifted an em- 
bargo which many, in the supposed interests of truth, 
had laid, upon the springing spiritual life within them. 
But the religion of such people does not necessarily lead 
them back to the churches. Some of the strongest forces 
of religion in the modern world are to be met with 
among those to whom both the ritual and creed of the 
existing churches fail to appeal. But in their turn the 
churches are modifving their position. They, too, are 
coming to lay more stress on emotion than on belief 
or ceremonial. . Thev are realizing that creeds and rites 
were created to answer older needs and older concep- 
tions of the world, and that as Dr. Cadman said, there 
is a growing demand for. a restatement of religion in the 
light of modern research and scientific discovery. If 
the churches will boldly and straightforwardly meet this 
demand, holding that fidelity to all known truth, scien- 
tific, historical, and psychological, is in itself one of the 
needs of the deepest religious life, they will find that 
they may awaken a wider and deeper response than they 
yet suspect. This quickened religious life will bear. as 
it has already borne, fruits in action. The truly reli- 
gious man cannot be satisfied with the conditions un- 
der which the masses of our population live. A modern 
revival, if it comes, will not spend, itself in emotion only. 
It will issue in action, in greater enthusiasm and loyalty 
for all phases of social reform.—[London Daily Mail.

NE of the greatest objects of 
C) interest in the Louvre, Paris, is a 
map of France made of precious 
stones, which was presented to that 
country by the present czar. The map is 
forty inches square, and is made of gold 
and precious @tones. The gold came 
from Siberia and the precious stones 
from the Imperial Russian mines. It 
is framed in siate-colored jasper. 
The sea ig represented by pale and pre- 
clous marble, and foreign countries 
(necessarily included)—England, Ger- 
many, Italy and Spain—are represent- 
ed in dark gray onyx. Some of the 
gems are so rare they afe never found 
in commerce. One hundred and six 
of the important towns in France 
are given, their names being inlaid 


in gold, and the towns themselves 


are marked in jewels. Paris is repre- 
sented by a huge ruby. Havre by an 
emerald, Rouen by & sapphire, Lille 
by rock crystal, Rheims by a chrys- 
olite, Lyons by a tourmaline, Nantes 
by a beryl, Bordeaux by 4m aquamarine, 
Nice by a garnet, Cherbourg by an alex- 
andrite from the Urals (which is 
green by day and a red blue at night), 
and so on for all the towns. The map 
is valued at $500,000, and came out 
of the csar’s private purse. The 
French jewelers said if such a map 
was ordered Yrom them they would 
charge double that sum.
